SUMMARY OF BILL: Requires a non-binding advisory retention referendum on the
director of schools to be held every four years in conjunction with the election of the Governor.
Deletes current statutory requirement that no director of schools contract shall be extended
without fifteen days notice prior to the school board meeting where the extension will be

discussed.
